Louisiana Miscellany. 

NEw ORLEAns, May 8.—Gov. Kellogg 
heard a ball whistle by his ears. The 
Keliogites forty-one horses and thirty 
men, strong, with arms and accontre- 
ments, left for the Teche’country. 

The Metropolitans marched out of St. 
Martinsville and back again. Much 
firing and no blood. | 

Tbe Resisters are in excellent spirits. 
Wagons are comeing in from all quar- 
ters with supplies. It is claimed that 
De Blanche can capture the town any 
time. 

The Picayune says the Metropolitans 
made a sortie firing both solid shot and 
shell from their cannon, but finding the 
citizens closing in upon them, retired. 
Federal troops are still at Brashear’s. 
They expect to leave to day with the 
understanding that they take no Metro- 
politans with them. 

The Superintendent of Morgan’s 
Texas Railroad makes the following 
statement: “This morning a detach- 
ment of police took charge of and picket- 
ed the wharf of the Texas’ Railroad 
Company, interferring with businessand 
creating alarm. I rebuked Flannagan 
who was in charge of police, and sent 
word to Kellogg expressing disapproval 
of their conduct. At haif past four 
o'clock Kellogg called at the office, 
corner of Natchez alley and Magazine 
street, to explain the matter. While 
doing so, his carriage at door was im- 
mediately surrounded by a large and 
excited crowd, who commenced jeering 
and denouncing him. Just as Kellogg’s 
carriage was being driven off, some one 
in the crowd fired a pistol and the 
driver immediately plied whip and 
drove up Natchez street at a furious 
pace. 

At Brashear City the boats are all 
seized by the citizens and United States 
troops are detained there, unable to 
proceed further for want of transporta- 
tion. 


From Washington—Consultation 
over Louisiana Afiairs. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—It is stated on 
absolute authority that Gereral Emory 
is instructed to concentrate his force in 
New Orleans. Three companies at 
Jackson, Miss., and squads from other 
points have marching orders. 

The Attorney General cautions Mar- 
shal Packard to use great discretion in 
using Federal soldiers in enforcing the 
processes from Federal Courts. West 
had another long conference with the 
Attorney General, He is quoted as say- 
ing, “one federal bayonet is worth a 
dozen Metropolitans.” 

Telegrams have been received here 
from Governor Kellogg, of Louisiana, 
addressed to the President and for- 
warded to him, giving details of the 
situation in Louisiana. They do not 
the reports 
already published. A_ consultation 
was held at the War Department this 
morning, there bcing present Geseral 
Sherman, Acting Secretary of War 
Robeson, Attorney General Wil.iams 
and Senator West, of Louisiana, the 
subject being the condition of affairs in 
Louisiana. It was decided to instruct 
Gen. Emory that he should call for 
whatever troops were necessary to en- 
force the laws and preserve the public 
peace, but that oflicers will not other- 
wise interfere, excepting in assisting the 
proper authorities in carrying out the 
processes of the Courts, ,

INJUSTICE. 


We have so high an opinion of the 
Editor ot Raleigh NerEws, both as a 
chivalrous gentleman and an esteemed 
friend, that we are sati-fied he would 
not do us an intentional act of injustice. 
Yet we must complain that in both his 
reference to and extract from our artic- 
le upon “Our Railroad system,” be bas 
somewhat misrepresente’i our position. 

The NEws says : 

¢ The Wilmington Journal on the suls 
ject ot “Our Railroad System,” alludes 
to the advocacy by the Richmond Dis- 
patch and Enquirer of the change of 
gauge in the North Carolina Railroad, 
and its being opposed by the Peters- 
burg Jndez and Nortolk Virginian. The 
Journal thinks these papers care more 
for the interests of their respective cities 
than for those of North Carolina. But 
on the same ground of self-interest in 
behalf of Wilmington the Journal says 
it sympathizes with its Richmond 


friends.” 


It is hardly just to us to draw this 
distinction. We were ridiculing others 
who protessed to love North Carolina 
interests as much or more than they 
did theirown. Wehad made no suca 

rofessions, but in the conciuding lines 
which the NEws omitted to quote in 
the paragraph which it published, we 
said: “The fact is, we are selfish. We 
* would like to see North Carolina reap 
*some of the benefits of her own rail- 
roads even at the expense of such sym 
* pathizing friends. We love our State, 
“we love our home, and we love our 
““ own interests, and shall not make 
“war even upon the ‘monster Briareus’ 
“so long as he promotes them.” 

Our position on this subject, we 
think, can hardly be turned by charg- 
ang us with the cheap philantbrophy 
with which we accused others. ‘The 
whole fight is one of local interests, 
and we made no secret of our position 
being influenced by this consideration, 
and was glad to feel that Wilmington’s 


interests were indenticai with that of 


most of the people of the State.— Wil- 
mington Journal. 


We copy the above from the last 
Wilmington Journal, and regret that 
our extracts and comments frum that 
paper have placed it in a false position. 
Certainly nothing cou'd have been 
farther from our intention. We read 
over the editorial hurriedly, and the 
idea impressed itself on our mind that 
the Journal favored the change of gauge 
especialiy because Wilmington was 
benefited. Our impression was derived 
from the following language used in the 
article from which we made the extract 
from the Journal : 


“The Richmond papers, while holding 
for the legal mght under the lease to the 
Richmond and Danville Railroad to 
change the gauge, are candid enough to 
confess that they are influenced in the 
matter by what will be for the best 
interest of Richmond. We admire the 
spirit and honesty of the confession. 

On the other hand, our Petersburg 
and Norfolk contemporaries, with less 
candor, talk feelingly about “the inter- 
ests of North Carolina, whose property 
it is attempted to’ divide,” and labori- 
ously berate “the scheme of subordina- 
ting the railroad system of North 
Carolina to foreign designs.” And what 
is a little singular, there are papers in 
this State weak enough,or are so blinded 
by oe as to bite at aod swallow 
the bait. This cheap display of brotherly 
love is published with approyal. 

In this little quarrel we sympathize 
with our Richmond friends, and for 
reasons similar to those which they con- 
fess prompt them. In this railroad fight 
it happens, singularly enough, tbat 
Richmond's interests and those of Wil- 
mington are identical, and since the 
Legislature of the State has shown a 
spirit hostile to our local interests, and 
we believe to the best interests of North 
Carolina, in chartering the New York, 
Norfolk and Charleston Railroad, we 
make no secret of our purpose to take 
care of ourselves, more especially when 
the welfare of Wilmington is not inimi- 
cal to, but indentical with, that of nine- 
tenths of the State.” 


In the Journal of the 6th inst., we fiad 
an extract from the Richmond Enquirer 
with some editorial comments, in which 


_ the above language is re produced. [he 


extract from the Enguirer is prefaced 
with the following remarks, headed 
“ The North Carolina Injunction : ” 


“The Richmond Hnguirer publishes 
an extract from our article on this sub- 
ject, with the remarks which we here- 
with give. We do not ask or expect 
the Hnguirer to subordinate its own 
immediate interests to the welfare of 
others. On the contrary, we should

ike the we favor the 


change of gauge; because North Caro-| 


lina’s interests, and especially those of 


- 


present the North Carolina Railroad is 
a Virginia corporation, benefiting Nor- 
folk principally. By the change of 
gauge at Greensboro’, North Carolina 
ports will be brought into commer- 
cial intercourse with that portion of the 
State between Goldsboro’ and Greens- 
boro,’ a section now and in the past as 
much cut off from us as if surrounded 
vy a Chinese wall, so completely have 
railroad combinations isolated Wilming- 
ton and Newbern from the North Caro- 
lina system of internal improvements. 

And we have no fault to find with 
those who have brought about this 
state of affairs. They were working in 
their own interests, and ours, being ane 
tagonistic, were made to suffer. And 
surely they cannot biame us, if now we 
sympathize with those whose plan; will 
benefit us, whatever may be their ob- 
jects, although their consummation may 
and will injure those who have so long 
injured us.” 


We know that the Journal is deeply 
concerned for the interests of Wilming- 
ton, as it ought to, be, but we are 
confident its able editors have 
hearts large enough to embzace the 
whole State ot North Carolina as well. 

It appears in this case, in the opinion 
of the Journal, that the local interests 
of Wilmington and the general inter- 
ests of the State are identical, and 
therefore it is not subjected to the 
test of deciding between its feelings 
of State pride and city pride. The 
change of gauge the Journal thinks will 
benefit nine-tenths of the people of the 
State. Because we happen to think 
otherwise, we have no fault to find with 
our cotemporary for coming to a differ- 
‘ent conclusion. The matter is before 
the Courts, and will be decided 
by them. If decided adverse 
ly to the change of gauge, then it will 
be in the power of the Legislature to 
authorize the North Carolina Raiiroad 
Company to make the change from 
four feet eight and a half inches 
to five feet. But four feet 
eight and a halt inches is the North 
Carolina gauge, asshown by Acts of the 
Legislature chartering Railroads with 
express provisions that the gauge shall be 
five feet eight and a half inches. There 
should be conformity on the subject, 
and that is why we think a change 
from the Nerth Carolina system would 
work injury to the State by embarrass. 
ing our other Roads. If it can be 
shown that the five feet gauge is the 
best, then we shall advocate that in be- 
balf of all our Railroad lines. We 
think a}change by one of our Roads 
only, ard that of a portion of its route, 
is inimical to the Railroad interests of 
the State, and for that reason we lave 
opposed changing the gauge of the 
North Carolina Railroad between 
Greensboro and Charlotte. We cannot 
conceive how such a partial change can 
benefit the whole State of North Caro- 
lina. 

In this matter we conless we do not 
take into conazideration Wilmington’s 
interests, or Kaleigh’s interests, or the 
interests of any special locality in con- 
tra-distinction to the interests of the 
State. We have not stopped to consid- 
er whether this or that place ,wi!l be 
benefited, or this or that Company ben- 
efited. 

Judge Albertson, in his decision con- 
tinuing the injunction in the case of the 
State against the Richmond and Dan 
vilie Railroad Company,to enjoin the 
Company from changing the gauge of 
the Road to five feet between Greens- 
boro and Chariotte, says the rights of 
the Plaintiff, that is the State, were 
in jeopardy, from the action of the De- 
fendant, the Richmond and Danville 


Road, and we concur with his Honor 
for the reason that the North Carolina 
gauge ought to be uniform throughout 
the State. 


SPIRIT OF THE STATE PRESS. 

The Wilmington Star on Louisiana 
matters says: 

“We reiterate what we have often said 
since the election. The whole condi- 
tion of political affairs in Louisiana is 
directly attributable to the refusal of 
Congress and the President to recognize 
the government constituted by the peo- 
ple. The duty was simple, but it was 
most shamefully disregarded. Upon 
the beads of the President, his advisers 
and the members of the dominant party 
in Congrcss rests the awful responsibili- 
ty for the bloody chaos in Louisiana.” 

The Wilmington Star does not think 
that the change of gauge of the North 
Carolina Road between Greensboro and 
Charlotte will benefit Wilmington.

“Louisiana Usurpation,” and the Libel 
mistrial at Asheville. On the last sub- 
ject it says: 

“ Certainly, if only the plea of ‘ not 
guilty’ was entered, the defendants 
could not justify, but only rebut the 
presumption of malice. Then why 
should such testimony go to the jury ? 
There is no ground here for a mistrial, 
because it was the duty of the Judge to 
stop the counsel from commenting up- 
on such testimony. It isa novel idea 
to us, fora Judgeto order a mistrial 
upon the ground of surprise in the ar- 
guiment of a case. The counsel could 
only argue such facts as were legiti- 
mately betore the jury, and though the 
argument may be aw matter of * surprise,’ 
which is the case very often, it bas 


never been seriously considered a ground 
for a mistrial.” 


STOKES’ CASE. 

The denial of a new trial to Stokes 
on Wednesday does not seem to dis- 
concert him in the least. Huis case now 
goes up to the Court of Appeals, and 
if the decision there is adverse to him, 


his fate is sealed so far as the Courts are 
concerned.

it are cent to the lepers’ village, on the 
island of Molokai. 
“To visit the settlement on Molokai, 
which is subout thirty miles east of 
Honolulu, we embark on a_ clipper- 
schooner bound to windward to bring 
down a cargo of sugar from Lahaina— 
a town on the island of Maui, where 
lepers may be seen in its one broad 
street. 
“After rolling to starboard and rolling 
to larboard all night long, the schooner 
‘heaves to’ at sunrise off the southern 
- coast of the island, and we are set ashore 
from a small boat in the little harbor of 
Caunakaki. 
“The island is green with vegeta 
tion, but is nearly deserted. There are 
less than fifteen hundred persons on It, 
although it contains one hundred and 
seventy square miles. As we ride on 
horseback away from the shore up the 
ascending plains, in a northeastern di 
rection, we pass deserted garden patch- 
es, fallen walls and ruins of native huts, 
on which knots of long grass are wav- 
ing like signals of distress. 
'“ Crossing a succession of green hills, 
we come sudderly to the brink of the 
precipice of Kalaupapa, which looks 
north to the ocean and is two thousand 
feet high. Below, from the foot of the 
precipice, stretches a plain diversified 
with hills and vales, and reaching to 
the distant shore, where it curves like a 
scythe into the sea, turning up a white 
swath against the trade wind, The plain 
is covered with luxuriant vegetation ; 
but we can see no life on it. Here and 
there a few brown huts catch the eye. 
Far on the right are dots of white 
houses, That is the leper village. 

A steep bridle path zigzags down the 
front of the precipice, and we must de- 
scend it. Under wreathing vines, white 
blossoms and swinging trailers, which 
adorn and obstruct the descent into this 

- valley of death, the horses step caretul- 
ly and tediously. In an hour they reach 


the plain, when a gailop of two miles | 


brings us to the settlement. It consists 
of detached houses, enclosed by low 
walls or picket fences, standing in opea 
pasture lands and sweet potato fields. 
Capara, pubala, banana trees and a 
winding brook give a_ picturesque ap- 
pearance to the village. Its horizon is 
bounded on one side by the flower-pre. 
cipice, which shuts off the world, and 
on the other side by the ocean. 


prospect pleases, and only man is 
e.”’ 


“Every person in this community is 
aleper. Of those who have not sore 
hands or feat, the men till the ground 
and women braid mais. Those who 
cannot take care of themselves are 
nursed in hospitals by leper nurses. 
_, The boys; and girls goto school to 
leper teachers, learning the branches 
of asimple education which none of 
them can probably live long enough to 
_ appreciate. They leave the sciool 
with ,frolicsome shouts; they romp 
_ across the green field, enjoying the air 
and sunshine like the children in either 
lands, unconscious of their misfortune. 

“In a grassy field, near the sea shore, 
standsa Jittle chnrch, visited all day 
by the sun and sea-breeze. Here a na- 
tive minister, a leper, leads religious 
services on Sunday for his miserable 
fellows. 

These poor people secm to be con- 

tented. A ration of five pounds of tit. h 
meat and twenty pcunds of vegetables 
is issued weekly, in addition to what 
each one cultivates with his own labor. 
This support is so much better than any 
Hawaiian ever has at home, that natives 
living on other parts of the island have 
_ desired to make themselves lepers in 
_ order to be taken care of in this village 
of death. As we turn away for our 
homeward journey, it is natural to wish, 
for the sake of humanity, that there 
‘might be in this beautiful valley a river 
Jordan into which these miserable peo- 
ple could dip and be cleansed. But the 
curse of Elisha upon his corrupt servant 
seems to be irrevocably fixed upon 
them : 

“The leprosy of Naaman shall cleave 
unto thee and unto thy seed torever-” 
—. -
